striking teamsters. No one suspects that these 
■children acted of their own volition, but when they re¬ 
ceived instructions from their parents, they proved most 
willing abettors of crime. 

Other school children who refused to join the ranks were 
maltreated, property was damaged and in several instances 
tile youngsters defied tile police. Many arrests were made 
and several wore arraigned in court. When a boy was 
asked why he threw coal at a teamster, he replied exult¬ 
antly: "Because lie Is a scab.” Parents and pupils lost 
their spit it of bravado as soon as they discovered that tin* 
court would take cognizance of the offenses. It is question¬ 
able if severe punishment should be meted out to the 
law breaking children. In nearly every case, it was the 
fault of the parent and it is the latter who should be 
made to suffer. 

But what must the decent law-abiding citizen of Chi¬ 
cago think of the future for his city? It is today one of 
the most disorderly communities in the world, but if chil¬ 
dren of the present generation are being educated to flout 
the law and show their utter contempt of government, im¬ 
agine the conditions that will exist a quarter century hence

Tlie new rallrrfhd bridge over the Mississippi River at Thebes, Ill., is 
not longer nor more picturesque than other railway bridges across the Mis¬ 
sissippi, but it Is one of the most important. It was planned and constructed, 
not by the managers of one railway, but of several, and was located not 
with one railway In mind, hilt with the trade of two great sections in mind. 

The structure recently completed is one of the fifteen great railway 
bridge crossing the Mississippi, and is probably the most substantial struc¬ 
ture ever thrown across the groat river. The fact that the approaches are of 
concrete contributes greatly to the servlceableness of ttie bridge.

When I read the sign I 
asked a clerk how he knew it wnj lin¬ 
en thread. ‘Can't you read?' he said. 
‘Sure,’ I replied, ‘and that’s why I'm 
asking.’ I asked him to let me see 
some of the thread, nnd It was branded 
‘linen finish.’ I turned missionary for 
a few mi mites and instructed my 
friend in the difference between linen 
and linen finish. The real linen thread 
would have cost $1.05 n dozen. He 
changed his sign. 

“Linen is made front the filter of 
flax, the very finest product being the 
French, and Irish, German and Rus¬ 
sian following in order. In this coun¬ 
try an attempt lias been made to raise 
flax, but it has not been successful. 
Fax requires a constantly damp cli¬ 
mate, and cannot be induced to bunk 
anywhere else. Some flax is raised 
here, but not enough to make it of com¬ 
mercial value. Nothing is grown and 
finished. 

“Do you know that practically noth¬ 
ing but linen thread is used in shoe- 
making now? 'Sfact. Cotton stretches 
too much. When you stand down heavy 
in your shoes something’s going to 
spring a leak. Now we are getting 
out a line of linen tnread for shoe¬ 
makers, already twisted—the kind you 
see on the shoe machines. In the old 
days the shoemaker used to twist his 
own thread. But they used to do lots 
of things in the old days that are out 
of it now.

CONDEMNED TO THE CHAIR 


THE RETREAT FROM MUKDEN 


A ROMAN ROAD WHICH ABOUNDS 
IN ROMANCE. 


Soldiers and Slaves, Mourners and 
l’.ejsure-Seekers, Idlers, Busy Trad¬ 
ers nnd Lovers, AH These liave 
Traveled Its Paved Surface. 


Some things remain unchanged 
throughout the agt‘3 while others are 
merely transitory despite an appear¬ 
ance of the greatest durability. Love 
and hate, joy and sorrow, are the same 
to-day as they were when man first 
discovered he was a creature with 
powerful emotions. Lure the brook in 
the poem, they go on forever, regard¬ 
less of man’s coming and going. The 
things man has built with his hands, 
on the contrary, no matter how great, 
have almost invariably crumbled to 
dust with the passing of time, leaving 
scarcely a trace of their existence. 

On the plains of Asia Minor, along 
the valley of the Nile in Egypt, and 
in other of the older inhabited parts 
of the earth, there have at different 
periods in the remote past sprung into 
existence through one cause or an¬ 
other great cities, each filled with its 
bustling throngs of people Intent on 
doing the mnny things that go to make 
up urban life.

One 
really cares little about who built it, 
so long as tlie story of what has taken 
place on its surface remains untold, 
and yet any reference to the subject 
would be incomplete without a brief 
mention, at least, of the facts regard¬ 
ing the road itself. 

The Ancient Thoroughfare. 

Tills celebrated road, which with Its 
branches connected Rome with all 
parts of southern Italy, was begun at 


dent road that was restored is called 
tlie Via Appia Nova, or in plain En¬ 
glish, the new Appian road. Oddly 
enough, too, the modern railway from 
Rome to Naples crosses this oklvoad 
near the place where the workmen 
ceased their operations. 

The meeting of St. Peter and the 
Master on the Appian way, not far 
from the city, Is the most important 
incident of the many which legend 
says took place along this road. The 
story is that St. Peter, becoming dis¬ 
couraged by the martyrdom of hun¬ 
dreds of Christians in Rome, started 
out to leave the country. He had 
gone but a little way in his flight when 
he met our Savior, who rebuked him. 
The little church of Domine Quo Va- 
dis—the words used by St. Peter in 
addressing the Savior on that memor¬ 
able occasion—is supposed to stand on 
the spot where the meeting took place. 
In the center of tlie church is a mar¬ 
ble slab showing a facsimile of the 
foot-prints of Jesus, the original of 
which, a block of black basaltic lava, 
said to be tlie one on which He stood 
when talking with St. Peter, is highly 
treasured in the Basilica of St. Sebas¬ 
tian. 

What n trysting place for lovers this 
favorite Roman road must have been 
in the days of its greatest glory! What 
sweet nothings or burning words of 
passion were here murmured into will¬ 
ing ears! What clandestine meetings 
may have taken place in the shadow 
of these magnificent housings of the 
dead by those whose love was op¬ 
posed! The marble-walled mausoleums 
along its way must have echoed the 
shouts of those having a friendly trial 
of speed between the gayly trapped 
steeds drawing their chariots; words
